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NEWSROOM NOTES— Until 
abo ut 200 y ears ago a civ iliza­ 
tio n o f tribal, no madic peo ple 
wandered the co ntinent o f Aus­ 
tralia— in the same way their 
relativ es— fo r 2 0,000 y ears be­ 
fo re that— did, to o . 
Then, abo ut 200 y ears ago 
white settlers either killed o r 
dro v e these Australian Abo rig­ 
ines into the desert. These 
Sto ne Age men, who had nev er 
ev en dev elo ped to o ls, were 
dev astated by the influence o f 
Western man’s culture. 
Dr. Virginia Huffer o f the 
Institute o f Psy chiatry and 
Human Behav io r at the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Mary land, who has 
ex tensiv ely studied the Abo r­ 
igines, said that there are still 
a few tribal peo ple left in 
Western Australia but no w 
mo st o f the Abo rigines can be 
div ided into fo ur env iro n­ 
mental gro ups. 
“ There are tho se who liv e in 
the urban ghetto o f big cities 
and gro ups called ‘fringe dwell­ 
ers’ o r tho se who liv e o n the 
o utskirts o f small to wns. There 
are Abo rigines who are pas­ 
to ral wo rkers, like cattle hands 
and sheep herders o n ranches, 
and the fo urth gro up, which is 
the largest, are tho se who liv e 
o n reserv atio ns either under 
the co ntro l o f the go v ernment 
o r under religio us missio ns.” 
After Wo rld War II, acco rd­ 
ing to Dr. Huffer, it was tho ught 
that the Abo rigines were be­ 
co ming ex tinct but, thro ugh im­ 
pro v ed health care, their num­ 
ber has increased and there are 
no w abo ut 100,000 pure-blo o ded

Acco rding to Dr. Huffer the 
Abo rigines hav e go ne fro m the 
po ly gamo us marriage to the 
Western-ty pe family to the ex ­ 
tended-family structure within 
the past 5 0 y ears. 


“ Fifty y ears ago ,” she ex ­ 
plained, “ Presby terian mis­ 
sio naries came and intro duced 
do rmito ry -ty pe educatio n to the 
peo ple. Bo y s and girls fro m 
ages 5 to 20 were sent to the 
do rms to liv e full time. They 
were segregated acco rding to 
sex and were taught the rudi­ 
ments o f things which wo uld 
help them in western civ iliza­ 
tio n. When they reached their 
late teens o r early 20s, mar­ 
riages were o ften arranged by 
parents o r missio naries.

Concerned not hopeless 


Herman Kahn first 
g ained 
fame— some wou ld say notoriety — 
by “thinking abou t the u nthink­ 
able’’— analy zing the possibilities 
and consequ ences of a thermonu ­ 
clear war. 
As director of the Hu dson Insti­ 
tu te, a prestig iou s “think tank’’ in 
New York, Kahn is still thinking u n­ 
thinkable, or at least, u nfashionable, 
thou g hts. He ex pressed some of 
them in an interv iew in the Septem­ 
ber Intellectu al Dig est. 
Asked abou t the mood of hope­ 
lessness that alleg edly infects 
Americans today , Kahn say s that 
the mood is not as deep as it looks to 
the u pper middle class in the city — 
the intellectu als and reformers and 
pointy -headed professors, among 
whom Kahn inclu des himself. 
“The u pper middle class, the 
g rou p ru nning the media, edu cators, 
city planners, some stu dents— all 
are basically ou t of tou ch with real­ 
ity . It’s a v ery specific illness of a 
v ery specific g rou p, less than 10 per 
cent of the cou ntry .” 
The pendu lu m has swu ng too far 
in this cou ntry , thinks Kahn. We’v e 
abandoned too many traditional 
v alu es and we hav en’t replaced 
them with satisfactory new v alu es. 
“The av erag e American,” he 
say s, “is ex tremely concerned abou t 
the fu tu re of the cou ntry . He also 
feels that something is g oing wrong , 
bu t what’s g oing wrong is the u pper 
middle class. 
“The av erag e American is ask­ 
ing why the Harv ard g radu ate wants 
to bu rn down the school. Why doesn’t 
any body u nderstand that being 
ag ainst bu sing does not mean being 
ag ainst Neg roes? Why don’t news­ 
papers and telev ision and mov ies re­ 
flect the world as it is? 
Americans are bothered by a 
credibility g ap. Not the g ap between 
the hippies and the President, not 
the g ap between Spiro Ag new and 
the press, bu t between the av erag e 
American and the prestig e newspa­ 


pers and the docu mentary on telev i­ 
sion. That’s where the g ap is.” 
Kahn’s thou g hts cou ld be ex ­ 
panded on indefinitely . As he say s, 
the av erag e American is more con­ 
cerned than hopeless, bu t he’s also 
fed u p. 
In a nation which has made tre­ 
mendou s strides in the last 10 y ears 
in rev ersing discrimination, he’s fed 
u p with being told he’s a simple 
racist. 
• 
In a nation which has spent tens 
of billions of dollars and g iv en the 
liv es of tens of thou sands of its sons 
in a no-end war that the brig ht boy s 
sold in the name of freedom, he’s fed 
u p with being told that Americans 
are dev oted to imperialism, fascism 
and war profiteering . 
He’s fed u p with being told that 
his ancestors stole the cou ntry from 
its orig inal owners and then pro­ 
ceeded to rape it and that he is 
thou g htlessly 
continu ing 
the 
process. 


He’s fed u p with being afraid to 
walk the decay ing city streets at 
nig ht and then being told that u rban 
blig ht and crime are his fau lt and 
that he doesn’t care abou t the poor 
and the disadv antag ed. 
He’s fed u p with seeing his hard- 
earned money wasted by spendthrift 
politicians on du biou s prog rams, 
while the v alu e of the dollar erodes, 
and then being told that the cou ntry 
has g otten off the track becau se of 
his false sy stem v alu es. 
Abov e all, as a member of a so­ 
ciety which has prov ided more op­ 
portu nities and more g ood thing s for 
more hu man being s in history , he’s 
fed u p with being told he’s had it as a 
people. 
There’s a cou nter-reformation, a 
“cou nter-cou ntercu ltu re” bu ilding , 
say s Kahn. 
“It’s the big g est thing g oing in 
America today and it will either 
dominate or heav ily influ ence the 
nex t decade or two.” 


Motherhood ban? 


Twenty y ears from now, mothers 
will be a mere specialty g rou p in the 
United States, say s Jeanne Bin- 
stock, a sociolog ist at the Univ ersity 
of Massachu setts. 
This state of affairs will not resu lt 
from the women’s liberation mov e­ 
ment bu t from economic factors and 
technolog ical chang e, she predicts 
in an article in, appropriately , The 
Fu tu rist mag azine. 
Modern medicine’s su ccess in re­ 
du cing mortality has resu lted in an 
ov erprodu ction of people, she ex ­ 
plains. Women’s lib mov ements are 
really a consequ ence of technolog i­ 
cal chang e. They hav e appeared at 
the historical moment when a sharp 
redu ction in the occu pational g rou p 
known as mothers is mandatory . 
“We are forced to face the fact 
that if we do not take from women 


their role of mother and replace it 
with something else, we will be 
throttled by the ov erprodu ction of 
babies. We thu s face the need to de­ 
mand that the ancient and honorable 
occu pation of motherhood fall into 
disrepu te, and that women commit 
themselv es to other occu pations. 


“Women mu st be ‘liberated’ to 
enjoy the fru its of other occu pations, 
whether they want to be or not.” 


As a sidelig ht to this prediction, it 
is interesting to note that Ralph Na­ 
der, whose interests seem to hav e no 
limit, predicts that by 1976, the na­ 
tion’s 200th anniv ersary , “Women 
will no long er be wearing cosmetics. 
We’ll hav e ended the hig h priority 
we pu t on that kind of activ ity .” 
Don’t say y ou weren’t warned, 
ladies. And g entlemen.

If it were not so v ery seriou s, 
there wou ld be something v ery 
amu sing abou t the efforts of the 
Democrats— Sen. Georg e McGov ­ 
ern inclu ded— to depict themselv es 
as the battlers for fiscal responsibil­ 
ity . Not so long ag o, McGov ern was 
promising to g iv e ev ery man, wom­ 
an, and child in the cou ntry $1,000 a 
y ear.

And his party , which con­ 
trols Hou se and Senate, is fig hting 
hard to prev ent passag e of a meas­ 
u re— pu shed hard by the Nix on ad­ 
ministration— which wou ld set a 
ceiling of $25 0 billion on annu al fed­ 
eral ex penditu res.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — As 
historian Barbara Tu chman reports 
in the October issu e of Foreig n 
Affairs, on Jan. 9 ,19 45 ,1 transmitted 
by wire a requ est by Chairman Mao 
Tse-tu ng and Chou En-lai of Com­ 
mu nist China that they be inv ited to 
Washing ton for ex ploratory talks 
with 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosev elt. 
I took this action as the acting 
commanding officer of the United 
States wartim e m ilitary (and 
diplomatic) mission to Commu nist 
China (the U.S. Army Observ er 
Section; code name Operation 
Dix ie), stationed at Mao’s military - 
political headqu arters in the cav es 
of Yenan, in the north of China. 
It was already clear by that time, 
as the resu lt of ou r intellig ence 
reports, that once the war with 
Japan was ov er, Mao’s forces wou ld 
control more than half of China and 
be in a position to take ov er within a 
few y ears. 
Observ ations on both sides of the 
lines in China had made it obv iou s 
that in military streng th and in local 
political org anization, the Chinese 
Commu nists were considerably 
strong er than the Nationalist forces 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and that Mao’s men had bu ilt u p a 
major u nderg rou nd, impossible for 
Chiang to dislodg e, in those parts of 
China occu pied by Japanese troops. 
This occu pied territory contained 
most principal cities, indu stry , 
popu lation and ag ricu ltu re of China. 
Therefore, 
we 
believ ed 
it 
necessary for the president to hav e 
the first-hand information necessary 
to set U.S. policy toward China as 
war with Japan drew to an end. 
At this stag e of the war, we knew 
that neither Mao’s Chinese Com­ 
mu nists nor Chiang ’s Nationalists 
tru sted U.S. officials ov er-all, 
althou g h there were some strong 
indiv idu al relationships. 
So many senior and ju nior 
American officials responsible for 


reporting facts to Washing ton had 
become emotionally tu rned off by or 
attached to one side or the other and 
conv ersely that it was most cer­ 
tainly impossible for President 
Roosev elt and his adv isers in 
Washing ton to make decisions on 
U.S.-China policy in a rational 
manner. 


Yet to Roosev elt a strong China 
was to be the cornerstone of U.S. 
policy in Asia in the y ears ahead. 
It therefore seemed clear that the 
President and his principal adv isers 
in Washing ton mu st be enabled to 
g et the information first-hand. We 
were conv inced the White Hou se 
wou ld not g et the story straig ht 
throu g h channels. 


With this situ ation in mind, the 
time had 
come 
to 
mov e 
the 
discu ssions to Washing ton and to 
hav e the principal parties on both 
sides represented at these meeting s. 
To repeat, the problem was that 
Chiang , for all his personal ability , 
did not hav e a u nified g ov ernment 
able to resist the Commu nists. 
Chiang chaired a coalition of semi­ 
independent commanders, each a 
prov incial power. 
The Commu nists were thu s in a 
position to take Chiang ’s territory 
apart piecemeal, reg ardless of how 
mu ch military aid was g iv en to him. 
It was also necessary for 
President Roosev elt to know per­ 
sonally what ty pe of men he wou ld 
be dealing with in China. Some U.S. 
representativ es in China were 
calling Mao’s people “ ag rarian 
reformers.” Mao and Chou wou ld 
hav e rejected su ch a claim; they 
wou ld hav e emphasized that they 
were in fact Commu nists, willing to 
be ju dg ed by that standard. 
The streng ths and weaknesses of 
the Chaing g ov ernment wou ld also 
hav e become apparent throu g h 
discu ssions in Washing ton with men 
not so closely inv olv ed with China 
emotionally . 


where Mr. Nix on is concerned. He 
pu ts the blame where it belong s— on 
Cong ress and on the pu blic. The 
“pu blic demand for serv ices is 
su ch,” he notes, that Cong ress will 
continu e to appropriate money the 
Federal g ov ernment hasn’t g ot and 
won’t g et withou t a v ery su bstantial 
increase in tax es. 
It can tru ly be said that this 
“pu blic demand” is stimu lated by 
politicians who then can boast of 
their dev otion to mankind. Bu t the 
real blame mu st reside with those 
who swallow the bait. At one and the 
same time, they complain abou t 
tax es and su pport those who are di­ 
rectly responsible for the g rowing 
bite on the national income which 
Federal spending takes. Cu t tax es 
bu t spend more, they are say ing in 
effect. 
That McGov ern has incorporated 
the same arg u ment into his cam­ 
paig n u tterances say s something 
abou t him, bu t also a g ood deal 
abou t those who applau d him. Oth­ 
erwise reasonable financial writers 
waste tons of newsprint finding ra­ 
tionalizations for the McGov ern cu t- 
and-spend proposals. And the politi­ 
cians charg e Mr. Nix on with heart­ 
lessness becau se 1 
,7ants to slow 


the pace of Federal spending . 
The g reat middle class is the eco­ 
nomic backbone of the cou ntry , and 
its dollars keep it g oing . Bu t that 
middle class has been sold a bill of 
g oods— that the Federal g ov ern 
ment is du ty bou nd to dig into its 
pocket for ev ery “serv ice” an av id 
Cong ress dreams u p, and that the 
cou ntry has a “rig ht” to what 
amou nts to an u nlimited ex pense ac­ 
cou nt. Scores of billions of dollars 
went down the drain in a “war on 
pov erty ” that helped no one and hu rt 
many — as the “heartless” predicted 
at the time. The tax pay er bou g ht it, 
and g ot what he deserv ed. He’s still 
pay ing for it, too. 


So if we pu t politics aside— and a 
debate that g enerates mu ch heat bu t 
v ery little lig ht— the real cu lprit for 
ou r g rowing economic difficu lties is 
the v oter and tax pay er. If he wanted 
the federal g ov ernment to cease and 
desist, Cong ress wou ld pu t a stop to 
the endless spending . Bu t the v oter 
and tax pay er alway s thinks the 
other fellow is pay ing . So he g ets 
ballooning bu dg ets and ru naway in­ 
flation.

McG's pitch flops

MILWAUKEE (N E A )- Sen. 
Georg e McGov ern, stru g g ling to 
find the handle, isn’t hav ing mu ch 
better lu ck with old New Deal 
themes than he did earlier with his 
more drastic tax and welfare pro­ 
posals. 
On his cu rrent swing throu g h 
midwestem and eastern states, he 
was telling a sizable crowd of stu ­ 
dents at a West Virg inia colleg e 
what social prog rams he as presi­ 
dent wou ld improv e or dev elop in the 
y ears ahead. He mentioned Social 
Secu rity , child dev elopment, aid to 
edu cation, hou sing for the poor, city 
transportation. The response, ev en 
from pro-McGov ern y ou th, was thin. 
A v eteran Democratic leader 
working for McGov ern asked me: 
“Why isn’t this stu ff catching 
on?” 
The answer su rely isn’t simple, 
and it is cru cial to McGov ern’s u p­ 
hill battle ag ainst President Nix on. 
For he has been g etting v ery strong 
adv ice from men like campaig n 
chairman Lawrence O’Brien and 
Sen. Hu bert Hu mphrey to do ju st 
what he is doing — hammer hard at 
the old Roosev elt themes which por­ 
tray the Democratic party as, 
u niqu ely , the friend of the poor, the 
disadv antag ed, the elderly , the ill, 
etc. 
Their arg u ment is that McGov ­ 
ern mu st talk this lang u ag e to g et 
back into the Democratic main­ 
stream, to recaptu re stray ing eth- 
nic-Catholic workers, to win the fu ll 
alleg iance and help of disg ru ntled 
Democratic reg u lars. He mu st, they 
say , shu ck off the label of radical. 
Bu t I hav e heard the West Vir­ 
g inia incident repeated sev eral 
times on this trip. The response to 
McGov ern’s promise of new activ ­ 
ism on social prog rams is consist­ 
ently lu kewarm. If there is applau se 
at all, it tends to be perfu nctory . 


So what is the answer to the qu es­ 
tion the West Virg inia leader posed? 
The non-polling reporter can only 
draw u pon the v oter researches of 
others. They su g g est that millions.of 
Americans are tu rned off from Ihe 
kind of big g ov ernment activ iStn 
sy mbolized by the old New Dd&l 
themes McGov ern is cu rrently 
stressing . 
Two of their basic complaints She 
that the tou ted social prog rams jjSh- 
erally don’t do enou g h for the people 
they are su pposed to help, and Chat 
they cost too mu ch in tax es. 
In the spring , Alabama Grov . 
Georg e Wallace won lu sty shou ts of 
approv al when he callled for “tax 
relief.” All Democratic candidates 
picked it u p, and it was widely hailed 
as a key element in v oter disen­ 
chantment and alienation. 
McGov ern has made mu ch of it, 
and still talks of tax chang es aimed 
at closing loopholes u sed by the rich 
at the ex pense of others. Bu t “tax 
reform” may not be what the disaf­ 
fected want to hear. It may be tbat 
“relief” is the word, meaning fann­ 
er tax es. 
If that is it, and some su rv ey find­ 
ing s say it is, then old-sty le New 
Deal social prog ram s, howev er 
worthy , are seen by many v oters not 
as a promise bu t a penalty — the su re 
forecast of still more tax es. 
That’s what the alienated are 
protesting abou t. Georg e WallSe 
won many of these people becau se 
he sou nded like acru sader for tax re­ 
lief. Georg e McGov ern does not. 
Ev en as he cries for “reform,” $ e 
ticks off a host of thing s to be d« Se 
which can only cost more. 
He doesn’t ev en propose to 
sS S e 
money by ending the Vietnam v Sr 
and cu tting defense. He simg fr 
wou ld spend that money and mu cn 
more (there is no accu rate es­ 
timate) on the home front. That’s 
why his “stu ff” is not catching on.

Activ ists lose their oomph

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
activ ist u nderg rou nd, federal 
employ e branch, has a case of 
the blahs. 
At their headiest a few y ears 
ag o, g ov ernment employ es at 
odds with Nix on administration 
policies tu rned ou t thou sands of 
marchers ag ainst the Indochina 
war; helped bring down cabinet 
officer Robert H. Finch; g rilled 
ag ency heads; circu lated peti­ 
tions; org anized cou ntless pro­ 
test meeting s in the bowels of 
sprawling federal departments. 
The loosely knit cadre of 
mostly 
white, 
y ou ng 
and 
middle-class bu reau crats hit 
the u ptig ht civ il serv ice like a 
cold shower stu ck on open. 
Their issu es were the war, civ - 
il-rig hts enforcement, pov erty , 
u rban reconstru ction and what 
the g ov ernment wasn’t doing 
abou t them. 
The 1970 Finch case testifies 
to their former impact. Pi%si- 
dent Nix on remov ed the secre­ 
tary of Health, Edu cation and 
Welfare after more than 2,000 
HEW employ es demanded a 
pu blic accou nting from Finch 
Af the administration’s civ il - 
rig hts policies. 
Today the oomph is g one. 
The activ ists’ boss-needling u n­ 
derg rou nd newsletters appear 
more irreg u larly . The brown- 
bag discu ssion g rou ps at lu nch 
hav e lapsed. Few March. Peti­ 
tions g o u ncircu lated. 
“Lobby ing is u seless and 
demonstrations are a drag ,” 
said Dr. Phil Ross, an antiwar 


activ ist at the National In­ 
stitu tes of Health. “We’v e done 
what reasonable people cou ld 
do, and we are disillu sioned.” 
“A lot of g ov ernment people 
don’t believ e in g ov ernment 
any more,” 
said 
Daniel 
J. 
Schu lder, a $29,000-a-y ear fed­ 
eral hou sing official. He heads 
the Committee on Urban Prior­ 
ities and Peace, an employ e 
g rou p at the Department of 
Hou sing and Urban Dev elop­ 
ment. 


“People are retreating into 
their own liv es and careers; 
they feel dirty abou t what they 
are doing ,” Schu lder said. 
A nu mber of antiwar, antipo­ 
v erty activ ists hav e left the 
g ov ernment. Others, like Made­ 
leine Golde, hav e transferred 
their energ ies to u nion org an­ 
izing . 
“There are only so many 
demonstrations y ou can g o to, 
only so many petitions y ou can 
sig n,” said the Indian-affairs 
specialist at the Department of 
Health, Edu cation and Welfare. 
“You g et sty mied, and it’s 
pointless.” 
“The only way to hav e 
chang e is to hav e nu mbers,” 
she said. “And the one thing 
that has continu ed to g row is 
u nions.” 
Bu reau cratic activ ism is by 
no means dead: Bu t it’s written 
on a smaller tablet these day s 
and has infected new g rou ps, 
blacks in particu lar. 
So-called task forces ag ainst 
racism hav e emerg ed at v ir­ 
tu ally ev ery federal ag ency and 


department in the past two 
y ears. These black-led black- 
constitu ted g rou ps qu ickly took 
ov er 
sev eral 
u nion 
locals, 
pressing demands on g ov ern­ 
ment manag ers for job ad­ 
v ancement, training , raises and 
day care. 
Task-force leaders say they 
are u nimpaired by the ideolo­ 
g ical and political hang u ps of 
white liberals and radicals; 
their sole aim is a big g er slice 
of the economic pie for the 
black commu nity . 
Jim Robinson, a leader of the 
HEW task force, calls peace 
demonstrations 
“off-the-wall 
jazz.” He professes to find no 
difference between President 
Nix on and his Democratic chal­ 
leng er, 
Georg e 
McGov ern. 
White activ ists ov erwhelming ly 
fav or McGov ern. 
White u nionists from the ac­ 
tiv ist camp are also empha­ 
sizing self-interests in org an­ 
izing lower-paid, predominantly 
minority employ es. 
‘ ‘We consider ou rselv es basic­ 
ally a bread-and-bu tter u nion,” 
said Thomas F. Jenning s, pres­ 
ident of the OEO local. “The 
peace g rou ps can’t relate to the 
ev ery day needs of people. We 
help them ou t with g riev ances, 
transfers and the like.” 
“People are beg inning to re­ 
alize that it’s better to g et half 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
on y ou r side than to hav e a 
million persons walking down 
Pennsy lv ania Av enu e in a dem­ 
onstration.” 
The u ltimate pu rpose of the 
org anizing ? 
“Participatory 


manag ement 
or 
complete 
takeov er of the ag ency by em­ 
ploy es,” answered Jenning s 
who wants to see federal wor­ 
kers control the decision-mak­ 
ing processes in their ag encies 
and departments. 
Why the new prag matism 
and low profile for the mov e­ 
ment? 
Roy Morg an, a u nion and an­ 
tiwar activ ist at HEW, ticked 
off some reasons : Nix on admin­ 
istration manag ers hav e “killed 
off the enthu siasm” of ideal­ 
istic y ou ng people who joined 
the 
g ov ernment 
u nder the 
Democrats in 1960s; employ ­ 
ment of su mmer interns from 
colleg es has been cu t back, lim­ 
iting the su pply of fresh troops; 
and “people are sick of the 
war, sick of hearing abou t it.” 


Depressed or not, the activ ­ 
ists are still taking some shots 
at administration manag ers. 
Federal Employ es for Peace, 
an antiwar g rou p, disclosed 
recently that two hig h HEW of­ 
ficials responsible for selling 
U.S. sav ing s bonds to employ es 
had 
not 
pu rchased 
any 
themselv es. 
A1 Lou is Ripskis, editor of an 
u nderg rou nd 
newspaper 
at 
HUD, u nearthed the comic ri­ 
v alry between his department 
and the neig hboring Depart­ 
ment of Transportation ov er 
the heig ht of their flag poles. 
And Ripskis has promised to 
tell in a coming issu e “how 
hig h HUD officials keep ‘mis­ 
tresses’

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
g ood news concerning a moder­ 
ation in the rate of price in­ 
creases is g oing to be difficu lt 
to accept for many Americans 
who look for more. 
The g ood news is that con­ 
su mer price rises hav e now 
slowed to a rate that, if contin­ 
u ed for a y ear, wou ld resu lt in 
an increase of only 2.4 per cent 
in the g oods and serv ices u sed 
in ev ery day liv ing . 
In fact, that rate was ap­ 
proached in the 12 months that 
ended with Ju ly , when the rise 
dropped to 2.9 per cent from a 
1969-1970 peak of 5.9 per cent. 
The rate of price increases 
has g enerally been downhill 
since Febru ary 1969, when the 
consu mer price index reached 
a 6.4 per cent annu al rate of 
increase, a rate that threatened 
domestic and international sta-

What is difficu lt to accept is 
the notion that there shou ld be 
solace at all in rising prices. 
A stu dy by Morg an Gu aranty 
Tru st shows not one consu mer 
categ ory in which prices fell in 
the 12 months that ended with 
Ju ly . And within the v ariou s 
categ ories, only six produ cts 
ou t of 37 declined. 
The price of cereals and bak­ 
ing produ cts actu ally fell 0.3 
per cent, mortg ag e interest de­ 
clined 0.2, new au tomobile 
prices 2.5, u sed au to prices 0.7, 
au to insu rance rates 1.1, and 
railroad fares 3.5 per cent. 
Besides g ov ernment inter­ 
v ention in the form of price 
reg u lations, Washing ton’s re­ 
straining hand—rather than 
pu rely economic factors—are 
inv olv ed in some of those de­ 
clines. 
Interest rates, to illu strate, 
are reg u lated by the Federal 
Reserv e Board and the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board. It was 
g ov ernment policy du ring re­ 
cent months to channel money 
into the mortg ag e markets and 
redu ce rates. 
The redu ction in new au to 
prices was du e almost solely to 
the elimination of the federal 
ex cise tax , which was part of 
Washing ton’s strateg y to stem 
the tide of imports and stimu ­ 
late the domestic economy . 
It is a fact of modern eco­ 
nomic life that the shopper will 
find few, v ery few, actu al de­ 
clines in prices. Instead, he

“We hav e no problem filling 
ou r roster which we like to 
keep between 20 and 25 mem­ 
bers,” Madig an said. 
As he su rv ey ed the candlelit 
lu ncheon table at famed Paoli’s 
restau rant in the heart of the 
financial 
district, 
Madig an 
lau g hing ly said: “There’s a 
hig h tu rnov er. There’s a g reat 
percentag e that hav e met their 
wiv es here and are still mar­ 
ried.” 
The av erag e TDO lasts two to 
fou r y ears before g etting mar­ 
ried, Madig an said. Then, he 
u su ally 
joins 
the 
TOADs 
—“Tired Old and Dirties”—a 
newer parent g rou p composed 
of ex -TDOs, their wiv es and 
children.

Dep artmen t o f Co n serv atio n to 
imp ro v e an glin g. 
Fo llo win g is an in terv iew 
with A1 Lo p in o t, chief fisheries 
bio lo gist fo r the Dep artmen t, 
ex p lain in g actio n taken to 
rehabilitate the lake: 
QUESTION: We kn o w that 
fishin g at Lake Le-Aq u a-Na has 
been o n a declin e fo r the ast few 
y ears. What is the Dep artmen t 
o f Co n serv atio n do in g abo u t 
this? 
LOPINOT: In mo st cases 
fishin g in a lake beco mes bad 
becau se o f o v er-p o p u latio n . 
There are sev eral way s y o u can 
treat a lake which will imp ro v e 
the fishin g. On man -made lakes 
su ch as Le-Aq u a-Na we can 
draw do wn the water lev el an d 
fo rce stu n ted fish in to deep er 
water where they can be 
thin n ed o u t by p redato r fish. 
Ho wev er, we felt Le-Aq u a- 
Na had deterio rtated to su ch an 
ex ten t that this ty p e actio n 
I wo u ld n o t do the jo b we wan ted,. 


to beco me an y larger. 
QUESTION: Was this the 
o n ly reaso n a co mp lete kill-o ff 
was n ecessary ? 
LOPINOT: No , there were 
o thers. Carp had gain ed access 
to the lake an d were su c­ 
cessfu lly rep ro du cin g an d in ­ 
creasin g in n u mbers. Du e to 
bo tto m feedin g, they were 
cau sin g the water to beco me 
tu rbid, which affected sight- 
feedin g fish, an d the v egetatio n 
disap p eared. A go o d lake 
sho u ld hav e v egetatio n o n 25 
p er cen t o f its area. 
An o ther reaso n is the declin e 
o f the 
largemo u th 
bass. 
Pro bably the mo st p o p u lar 
sp o rt fish in Illin o is, the large­ 
mo u th p o p u latio n declin ed 
rap idly as the crap p ie p o p u la­ 
tio n in creased. A su rv ey this 
y ear didn ’t tu rn u p an y y o u n g 
bass, which sho ws ho w difficu lt 
it is fo r a bass to get o ff a 
su ccessfu l sp awn in an o v er- 
p o p u lated lake. 
All this led to the co n clu sio n 
that the fishin g was go in g to get 
wo rse, n o t better, at Lake Le- 
Aq u a-Na. 
QUESTION: What mean s did 
the Dep artmen t u se to kill o ff 
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A1 Lo p in o t, chief fisheries bio lo gist fo r the Illin o is De­ 
p artmen t o f Co n serv atio n , ho lds u p ju st a few o f the esti­ 
mated 160,000 stu n ted crap p ie that in habited Lake Le- 
Aq u a-Na. Altho u gh these fish were two y ears o ld, they 
av eraged o n ly fiv e in ches in len gth an d o n e-twen tieth o f a 
p o u n d in weight.

This sp ecies 
u n derwen t a p o p u latio n ex ­ 
p lo sio n in 1970 an d the lake was 
fu ll o f these stu n ted fish. Al­ 
tho u gh they were two y ears o ld,

in ches in len gth an d o n e- 
twen tieth o f a p o u n d in weight. 
There ju st wasn ’t en o u gh fo o d 
fo r the great n u mbers o f fish in 
the lake an d they weren ’t go in g 


the fish p o p u latio n in the lake? 
LOPINOT: 350 gallo n s o f a 
fish to x ican t called reten o n e 
was ap p lied to the lake. This 
to x ican t p araly zes fish gills; 
they can n o t take o x y gen fro m 
the water an d therefo re su ff- 
fo cate. The chemical will ef­ 
fectiv ely elimin ate fro m 95 to 98 
p er cen t o f the fish p o p u latio n . 
This mean s that the p ro blem is 
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mo u th bass an d redear didn ’t 
adap t well to the lake. We did 
fin d a few redear, bu t n o small- 
mo u th. 
The basic p ro blem with the 
lake was that carp , bu llheads, 
su ckers, green su n fish an d 
white crap p ie go t in to the lake 
thro u gh the watershed o r by 
so me misgu ided an gler who 
tho u ght he co u ld imp ro v e the 
fishin g. 
QUESTION: What was the 


p u blic reactio n to killin g Lake 
Le-Aq u a-Na’s fish p o p u latio n ? 
LOPINOT: We o rigin ally in ­ 
ten ded to kill an d resto ck the 
lake in 1971, bu t adv erse p u blic 
o p in io n fo rced u s to delay the 
kill u n til this y ear. 


This y ear we p laced sign s 
aro u n d the p ark an d p assed o u t 
leaflets ex p lain in g what we 
in ten ded to do an d why . We 
ex p lain ed the p ro gram. 


There were sev eral hu n dred 
citizen s that came o u t to o b­ 
serv e the treatmen t an d when 
they saw the stu n ted crap p ie 
an d large n u mbers o f carp , an d 
didn ’t fin d the n u mbers o f 
largemo u th bass an d chan n el 
catfish they tho u ght they wo u ld 
fin d, I thin k they were co n ­ 
v in ced. I o n ly wish there wo u ld 
hav e been mo re p eo p le to o b­ 
serv e the ap p licatio n o f the 
to x ican t. 
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Ro ten o n e, a bio -degradable fish to x ican t, was ap p lied to Lak e Le-Aq u a-Na to destro y 
the ex istin g fish p o p u latio n , by bio lo gists fro m the Illin o is Dep artmen t o f Co n serv atio n . 
Hie chemical effectiv ely elimin ates fro m 95 to 98 p er cen t o f the ex istin g fish p o p u la­ 
tio n . After traces o f the chemical are.go n e, bio lo gists can resto ck the lak e with fin ger­ 
lin g fish, which sho u ld p ro du ce go o d fishin g fo r man y y ears. 


n o t co mp letely taken care o f, 
bu t these measu res sho u ld 
resto re go o d fishin g fo r man y 
y ears. On ly with p erfect co n di­ 
tio n s co u ld we ex p ect a co m­ 
p lete kill. 
There is n o man agemen t to o l 
that resto res a lak e’s go o d 
fishin g in defin itely . 
We can 
o n ly ho p e to p ro du ce so me go o d 
y ears o f fishin g befo re it begin s 
to rev ert to this co n ditio n . 
Reten o n e is a bio -degradable 
chen ical an d harmless to man 
in the co n cen tratio n s we u se to 
destro y fish. The chemical will 
break do wn ap p ro x imately two 
weeks after ap p lied an d at that 
time we resto ck the lake. 
Fishin g sho u ld n o t be to o go o d 
in 1973 becau se the fish will still 
be small; ho wev er, there 
sho u ld be so me fair sized blu e- 
gills. 1974 sho u ld be the first 
go o d fishin g y ear. 
The chemical will n o t affect 
the n o n -gilled an imals in the 
lake su ch as fro gs, sn akes an d 
tu rtles, o r an y o f the an imals 
that feed at the lake su ch as 
racco o n s, beav er an d fo x . 
QUESTION: What did y o u 
fin d when y o u treated the lake? 
LOPINOT: We fo u n d ju st 
what we ex p ected to fin d. 


Sho relin e co u n ts in dicated that 
there were 
160,000 white 
crap p ie, o f which 99 p er cen t 
were the stu n ted fiv e-in ch 
weighin g abo u t o n e-twen tieth o f 
a p o u n d. 
We fo u n d there were fro m 900 
to 1,000 carp ran gin g fro m o n e 
to fiv e p o u n ds, an d in dicatio n s 
are that they were in creasin g. 
There were so me largemo u th 
bass an d chan n el catfish, bu t 
these n u mbered less than 100 
fo r bo th sp ecies, an d n o n e o f the 
largemo u th bass were y o u n g 
o n es. 
QUESTION: What o ther 
sp ecies were p resen t in the 
lake? 
LOPINOT: The Dep artmen t 
sto cked the lake in 1957 with 
largemo u th bass an d blu egill. 
Sin ce then we hav e added 
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Time-o f-the-mo nth ? 
Do es y o ur ring slip o ff y o ur fing er 
e a s ily —o r d o es it h o p elessly g et 
stuck belo w y o ur knuckle during the 
da y s o f the pre-menstrua l a nd men­ 
strua l perio d? It ma y tell whether 
y o u a re reta ining fluid in the 
s y s ­ 
tem -bo dy -blo a ting wa ter tha t o ften 
builds up due to o v ertiredness, stress 
during the menstrua l sta g es.

There was a time Friday night when Dixon fans were 
thinking of heading for the east gate. Rochelle had little of­ 
fense, Dixon not much more, but the Dukes finally won the 
game in the fourth quarter, controlling the entire period.

h il e halfback Darcy Wadsworth did his usual excellent 
job of toting the ball through, over and around the frustrated 
Rochelle defenders, the Dixon defense did a complete job on 
the Hubs’ offers. Fullback Craig Reinick ran for only 13 
yards, according to Dixon statistics, and the 6-3, 190-pound 
bruiser was Dixon’s biggest concern once the gam e got under 
way. 
Rochelle coach Joel Colbert and his staff heaped praise 
on the Dixon defensive corps, and especially Mike Jordan, 
Tim Fane and Rick Shroyer. The trio teamed to stop Ro­ 
chelle’s ground attack before it got moving, and Colbert went 
as far as saying Shroyer and Fane were the best linebackers 
he’s ever seen. Junior defensive end Jordan was named this 
week’s most-valuable defensive player. 
Dixon’t offense deserves some credit, however, for it was 
the offense that scored the 26 points, and on only one drive did 
the defense hand the ball to its counterpart because of a Ro­ 
chelle turnover.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
power of Walter Kennedy as 
Commissioner of the National 
Basketball Association has been 
challenged 
by 
the 
Atlanta 
Hawks over the Julius Erving 
case. 
Kennedy slapped a $25,000 
fine on the Hawks Monday for 
playing Erving in two exhibi­ 
tion gam es over the weekend in 
violation of his directives not to 
do so. 
William Putnam, president of 
the Hawks, said the Atlanta 
club would not pay the fine and 
disclosed that the Hawks and 
Erving had filed a $2 million 
federal antitrust suit Sunday 
against the NBA and Kennedy. 
Erving is the former Un­ 
iversity of Massachesetts star 
who left school after his junior 
year to play with the Virginia 
Squires of the American Bas­ 
ketball Association last season. 
He jumped to the Hawks after 
the ABA season ended. Mean­ 
time, Milwaukee had picked 
Erving in the NBA draft after 
his college class had graduated. 
The Bucks thereby claimed E r­ 
ving belonged to them. 


The NBA Board of Governors 
ruled last week in San Fran­ 
cisco that Erving is the proper­ 
ty of Milwaukee and not of the 
Hawks who reportedly signed 
him to a five-year contract at a 
million dollars. 
In their suit against the NBA 
and Kennedy, which is sched­ 
uled for a hearing Friday in At­ 
lanta, the Hawks contend the 
action by the NBA Board of 
Governors amounts to a “ com­ 
bination and conspiracy to re­ 
strain interstate trade and com­ 
merce in violation of Section I 
of the Sherman Antitrust Act 
... and provide a pervasive 
web 
of 
restrictions 
which 
award to one team the ex­ 
clusive rights to a player’s 
services, regardless of whether 
he is actually playing for or 
being compensated by such 
team .” 
Judge Ernest Tidewell in 
Georgia Superior Court ruled 
on Sept. 12 that Erving could 
play for the Hawks. Erving, 
who lives on Long Island, also 
has pending a suit against the 
Squires in U.S. District Court in 
Brooklyn.

Recent reports of hog cholera 
outbreaks in Kentucky, Indiana 
and Ohio have many pork 
producers worried. And some 
concern may be justified. 
But so far the outbreaks of 
the disease in adjoining states 
do not pose a serious threat to 
Illinois swine. This is due to the 
fact that Illinois had issued no 
permits to ship pigs from 
Kentucky to Illinois during 
August. 
In 
addition, 
Governor 
Richard Ogilvie, on Friday, 


August 25th, ordered an em­ 
bargo on all hog shipments 
from Kentucky. The state hog 
cholera eradication committee 
held an emergency session on 
Thursday, August 31, to discuss 
recommendations for further 
embargoes. 
Hog shipments become an 
important issue during cholera 
outbreaks. Officials believe 
that outbreaks in Indiana and 
Ohio are directly connected 
with hog shipments from 
Kentucky. 


Although no threat to Illinois 


swine 
is 
apparent, 
pork 
producers should take two 
important steps to guard 
against possible trouble. They 
should carefully check all their 
swine for disease symptoms 
often and use extra care in 
tracing the origin of any swine 
they consider buying. 
A1 
Leman, 
our 
Uni­ 
versity of Illinois Extension 
veterinarian 
advises pork 
producers to watch for these 
hog cholera symptoms; dull­ 
ness, pigs piling up, weakness 
in the hind quarters, and 
temperatures of 106 to 107 de­ 


grees F. He suggests that 
producers 
contact 
their 
veterinarian immediately upon 
discovery of any unusual 
trouble or deaths in swine 
herds. 


Leman 
points 
out 
that 
presently the disease is most 
likely to occur in feeder pigs. 
In no case should old hog 
cholera vaccine be used. Old, 
stored vaccine should be turned 
over to local veterinarians, who 
will arrange for safe disposal.

Substitute p ro d u ct fo r 
p h o sp h ate d eterg en ts 


URBANA — The Agricultural 
Research 
Service 
(ARS) 
reports encouraging results 
with a substitute product for the 
phosphate detergents banned in 
many areas including Chicago. 
Marjorie Mead, University of 
Illinois Extension clothing 
specialist, explains that the 
substitute* uses a fat-based 
compound added to plain soap. 
The compound prevents a hard- 
water curd from forming. With 
the addition of a builder, 
another compound frequently 
used in detergents to tackle 
very greasy or heavy soil and to 
act as a water softener, the 
resulting soap is as efficient in 
hard 
water 
as 
the 
best 
detergents. 
The new ARS soap product 
appears to biodegradable, safe 
to health and the environment 
and can be made from an 
abundant and renewable ma­ 
terial, animal fat. Such soaps 
hold great promise for solving 
the 
problem 
created 
by 
removing phosphates fiom 
detergents. 
Meanwhile the homemakers 


have three laundering agents 
from which to choose: soaps, 
powdered detergants in which 
phosphates have been replaced 
by washing soda 
(sodium 
carbonate, and the heavy-duty 
liquid detergents that may 
contain sodium citrates. 
Some of the problems faced 
by the homemaker desiring a 
clean, safe, white wash and the 
task ahead for the researchers 
formulating new products will 
be discussed. 
—Soap is a good detergent, but 
only in soft water. When used in 
hard water, soap forms a curd 
of 
scum 
which 
is 
often 
deposited on clothes being 
laundered. In addition, this 
build-up of soap curd may 
damage 
modern 
washing 
equipment which was designed 
to be used with synthetic 
detergents. 
—Powdered detergents with 
carbonates clean nearly as well 
as phosphate detergents in hot 
water. However, unless the 
water is very soft, such 
detergents are ineffective in 
cool or cold water or with 


colored fabrics. 
— H ea vy- d u ty 
liq u id 
detergents with citrates soften 
the water by tying up hard 
water minerals in a soluble 
material that readily rinses 
away. Though the citrates 
perform nearly the same as the 
phosphates under any washing 
condition (hot or cold), the 
problem is that there is not 
enough citrate available to 
replace 
phosphate 
in 
all 
laundry products. 
The following are guidelines 
for assuring a safe, clean, white 
wash with presently available 
non-phosphate products: 
—Add clothes after the 
detergent has mixed with wash 
water. This practice gives the 
detergent more time to soften 
the water so that most of the 
water hardness minerals will 
have precipitated out. 
—Use the hottest water 
recommended for the fabric, 
because hot water minimizes 
residdue particles. For white 
and colorfast items, use the 
hottest water available (140 to 
160 degrees F.). For non-color- 


fast items, use lukewarm water 
(110 to 120 degrees F.). For 
durable press, use hot or warm 
water and a cold rinse. 
—Sort clothes properly by 
color, fabric and amount of soil, 
and treat stains before laun­ 
dering. 
—Use only the amount of 
detergent necessary for the 
tupe of washing machine, 
degree of soil and hardness of 
water. Follow the recom­ 
mendations on the package. 
However, if water is very hard, 
and clothes are badly soiled, 
add more detergent. 
—Do not mix washing soda 
and non-phosphate detergent. 
Both products are highly 
alkaline and combining them 
increases 
the 
degree 
of 
alkalinity to the point where 
fabrics can be badly damaged, 
skin can be irritated and the 
washing machine interior can 
be damaged. 
—Rinse articles thoroughly 
so that the laundry product will 
not build up in the fabric and 
cause discoloration or skin 
irritation.

Pitt, “ the division was directed 
by Gordon L. Ropp, director of 
the department, to engage in 
trade shows and to develop a 
product referral system that 
would channel foreign trade 
leads to Illinois suppliers.” 
Products promoted by the 
department for domestic and 
international 
sale 
include 
livestock feed, frozen pork, 
chilled beef, corn oil, purebred 
livestock, canned vegetables 
and poultry. 


Russia, Japan, England, 
Germany and the Philippine 
Islands were foreign countries 
receiving shipments of the 
products. 
“ Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie’s 
upcoming trade mission to 
Russia by Illinois farm leaders 
holds some promise of im­ 
mediate transactions, but, 
more importantly, it will 
provide a sound basis for 
continuing negotiations,” said 
Pitt. He continued: 
“Agriculture is not the only 
beneficiary of the growing 
foreign market for Illinois 
processed 
ag ricultural 
products, because all segments 
of the economy — such as our 
transportation, 
agribusiness 
and merchandising industries 
— share in the advantages and 
profits of such continually 
growing trade.”

Will the demand for housing 
continue through the seventies? 
It looks that way according to 
recent projections by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Forest Service. New housing 
starts in 1971 were nearly 2.1 
million units — about a third 
higher than 1970. The housing 
trend appears to be continuing 
upward — new housing starts 
and mobile home production 
may be averaging about 2.5 
million units a year. 
What will the demand by 
beyond the seventies? The 
1980’s and 1990’s are expected 
to 
see increased housing 
demands caused by need to 
replace many existing dwelling 
units and greater second home 
construction. 
Projections show that by 
1975, for example, the number 
of multi-family units starts 
could approach one million 
units, and account for nearly 
half of the total of the two 
million projection. 
Mobile 
home production could reach 
600 thousand units; however, if 
this trend develops it will 
reduce the demand for timber 
products because multi-family 
units require only about one 
third as much lumber and 
plywood, and mobile homes 
less than one quarter as much, 
as single family units. 
In the late seventies and 
eighties projections are for a 
return to more single family 
homes and a lessening trend 
towards multi-family units and 
mobile homes. 


Fabric finishes play an im­ 
portant role in determining the 
satisfaction you receive from 
the clothing you make or buy, 
says 
Marjorie 
Mead, 
University of Illinois Extension 
clothing specialist. 


A fabric finish is any treat­ 
ment that is given to the cloth to 
change the way it looks or acts. 
Fabric finishing usually starts 
when the cloth comes from the 
loom or knitting machine. In 
that state, the fabric is usually 
called “ gray goods.” By using 
several finishing processes or 
techniques, the manufacturer 
can change the gray goods into 
the 
beautiful, 
serviceable 
fabric awaiting you in dress 
and fabric shops. 
Some finishes such as dyeing 
or napping can be readily seen 
or felt. Others, such as water 
repellency, are difficult to 
detect. Miss Mead points out 
that most often you must rely 
on labels for information about 
the finish of a garment fabric. 
To 
understand 
the 
in­ 
formation on the label you need 
to know what to expect from 
certain finishes. The three 
general 
classes of fabric 
finishes 
are 
nondurable, 
durable and permanent, ex­ 
plains Miss Mead. 
Some finishes are removed 
during the first washing or 
drycleaning. Sometimes they 
can be replaced at home or 
commercially. These finishes 
are called nondurable 
or 
renewable. 
Finishes that last through 
many washings or drycleanings 
are described as durable. 
Durable finishes tend to lose 
some of their effectiveness 
each time they are cleaned or 
laundered. 
Some 
durable 
finishes are effective much 
longer than others. However, 
by carefully following the 
manufacturer’s instructions for 
use and care, you can prolong 
the life of the durable finish. 
Permanent finishes are ef­ 
fective and remain unchanged 
by washing or drycleaning 
throughout the life of the fabric, 
Miss Mead savs. 


Measu re field losses, 
increase profits 
Farmers now have a sure, 
easy way to increase harvested 
yields, and profits, says Stan 
Eden, Ogle County Extension 
Adviser. 
The secret is to accurately 
measure machine losses and 
make the machine adjustments 
to reduce the losses. Measuring 
correct losses is the problem. 
Eden suggests the use of two 
publications now available 
from the University of Illinois 
Department of Agricultural 
Engineering. 
The publications are guides 
to measuring machine losses — 
one for measuring soybean 
losses; the other, corn losses. 


Both spell out procedures to 
measure losses and include a 
loss-data table to fill in and 
calculate the losses as the 
measurements are made. 
The method is simple and 
quick — requiring ten minutes 
or less.

The W o rry C linic 
The Doc tor Say s : 


By DR. GEORGE W. CRANE 
CASE V-502 Helen Hillis, 
aged 48 , is the head waitress of 
a popular restaurant at Kent- 
land, Ind. 
Mrs. Crane and I often stop 
there for a sandwich enroute 
from Chicago to our farm home 
in Indiana. 
“Dr. Crane,” Helen began, “ I 
think I have something that will 
surprise you. 
“ Last winter my uncle and 
his friends went fishing through 
the ice on a farm pond down 
your way. 
“ And they brought home 300 
nice bluegills! 
“But I bet you can’t guess 
what they used for bait!” 
When I shook my head, Helen 
continued: 
“They had a lot of hickory 
nuts from which the fat, juicy 
worms had just emerged. 
“So they salvaged all those 
hickory nut worms. 
“And said the bluegills would 
bite ravenously, even before 
their bobbers had straightened 
up. 
“But when they brought the 
fish home, one of the men asked 
my uncle if he wished to scale 
the 300 bluegills. 
“He protested that it would 
take him all night to do so. 
“Then his pal volunteered, 
saying he could scale all of 
them in a few minutes. 
“And, believe it or not, he had 
them scaled within 10 minutes! 
“For he dumped all 300 of 
them in an old electric washing 
machine with one of the oscil­ 
lating agitators that would 
swish the fish back and forth. 
“Next, he poured enough 
clear water in the machine to 
cover all the fish. 
“Then he turned on the cur­ 
rent and my uncle said in about 
eight minutes there wasn’t a 
scale on any one of the 300 fish! 
“Dr. Crane, did you ever hear 
of such a method for scaling 
fish?” 
Fishermen, N.B. 
No; this was a new idea to 
me! 
And caught the attention of 
Mrs. Crane, too, for we have 


ootn scaled literally thousands 
of bluegills and bass, by the la­ 
borious use of knife or metal 
scalers. 
Maybe this washing machine 
strategy wouldn’t work well if 
you had only a few fish. 
But with 300 bluegills jostling 
each other, they probably 
would rub each other’s scales 
the wrong way and thus do their 
own scaling. 
That idea of using hickory- 
nut worms for bait was not new 
to me. 
But such worms are not 
available during the summer 
and I seldom do any ice fishing 
in the winter. 
“Dr. Crane,” you non-fisher­ 
man may ask, “wouldn’t such 
worms be too tiny to put on a 
hook?” 
No, not on a bluegill hook, for 
bluegills have very small 
mouths. 
You can barely insert a dime 
even in a 10-inch blue-gill’s 
mouth. 
And the fat, milky worms can 
be strung on your hook much 
like beads on a wire. 
For when worms are too 
small to be threaded lengthwise 
of your hook, just string three 
or four of them crosswise. 
When using ordinary angle­ 
worms, it is also a good idea to 
let the ends of the worm dangle 
off the hook so they can wave 
around and thus serve as a 
moving advertisement!

Dear Dr. Lamb — Regarding 
your column on tap water, It’s 
probably safe from a bacteria 
standpoint, but what about all 
those chemical and industrial 
wastes. Are these sufficiently 
removed? Studies have shown 
less heart trouble in locations 
where there’s hard water and 
lots of minerals. Perhaps this is 
because 
of 
the 
calcium, 
magnesium, 
salts, 
iron, 
aluminum and other metals in 
the water. Couldn’t the person 
who drinks distilled water get 
these elements from vitamin 
pills? 
The chemical wastes and 
other products dumped into the 
water are all lowered to ac­ 
ceptable limits in municipal 
water supplies. The complete 
mineral and chemical content 
of the water is fairly well 
regulated by public health 
regulations. This includes 
keeping enough chemicals in 
the water to prevent the growth 
or 
development 
of 
any 
significant bacteria even in the 
pipelines carrying water to dif­ 
ferent residences, and it in­ 
cludes being sure that the 
amount of chemical residues 
are within a range that will not 


be harmful to health. 
Dear Reader — Yes, you’re 
absolutely right. Many of these 
chemicals and what we call 
“ trace elem ents” are im­ 
portant in the body’s function. 
Some of them are necessary for 
certain enzymes in the body. In 
many localities this is a good 
source of iodine which is 
essential to the body. The only 
other common sources of iodine 
are in iodized table salt or in 
seafood. 


The trace metals of im­ 
portance to the body are not 
found in vitamin tablets. You 
can find vitamin tablets that 
contain iron, but that’s about it. 
So you can’t rely on taking a 
vitamin tablet a day to provide 
all of the trace metals and 
chemicals that the body might 
need. Most of these are also 
included in the fruits and 
vegetables that people should 
be eating. I’d like to emphasize 
again that city water right out 
of the tap is probably the safest 
water source available to us. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — At least 
two years ago I began feeling a 
numbness at night in my 
thumbs and two forefingers. 
Sometimes both. My family 


doctor sent me to a neurologist 
who advised X-ray pictures of 
my neck and head and men­ 
tioned a possible pinched nerve. 
The picture showed nothing and 
my doctor prescribed nothing. 
The numbness continues and I 
think it gradually gets worse. 
Should I pursue the matter or 
learn to live with this condition. 


Dear Reader — Pursue it. 
Arthritis of the neck region of 
the spine or changes in the 
spine in this area can press on 
the roots of the nerves that go to 
the arm. Other structures can 
also press on the nerves. In 
some people a muscle may be 
drawn tightly over the artery, 
nerve and vein, that goes to that 
part of the arms or in still other 
people, an extra rib (cervical 
rib) will create pressure. 


In some people the position in 
which they sleep makes a 
difference. If you have the habit 
of sleeping with your arms 
above your head, try learning 
to sleep with them down at your 
side. With the arms raised, 
musclular pressure can cause 
pressure on the nerves which 
wouldn’t show up on an X ray.

Big name help for 
Mc G c ampaign

getting some help from big- 
name Democrats in recent 
weeks but they apparently have 
served more to symbolize party 
unity than to draw big crowds 
for the McGovern presidential 
campaign. 
Despite the attention attract­ 
ed by the size of crowds at a 
series of rallies cohosted by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy two 
weeks ago, McGovern generally 
has been able to draw good-siz­ 
ed audiences on his own. 
Today,

Humphrey of Minnesota was to 
join 
McGovern’s 
campaign 
road show in San Francisco for 
a stint as special guest star. 
Humphrey, like Maine Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie last week, was 
one of McGovern’s principal op­ 
ponents in the contest for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Kennedy and Muskie deliv­ 
ered rousing attacks on Presi­ 
dent Nixon and ringing en­ 
dorsements of McGovern as 
they introduced the Democratic 
candidate at rallies and recep­ 
tions. 
Their styles contrasted with— 
an d 
c o m p l e m e n t e d — 
McGovern’s. 
The best example might have 
been in Philadelphia last Wed­ 
nesday night when Pennsylva­ 
nia Gov. Milton Shapp and 
Muskie warmed up a dinner au­ 
dience of campaign contrib­ 
utors. 
“ If Muskie had been that 
good all spring he would have 
won the nomination instead of 
McGovern,” one top McGovern 
aide quipped later. 
McGovern’s 25 -minute speech 
that night dealt entirely with 
the Vietnam war and was wide­ 
ly considered his best address 
on the subject in months. Some 
women diners were moved to 
isupettf ;

tears according to a Phila­ 
delphia newspaper. 
But despite the apparent ap­ 
peal of the Kennedy-McGovem 
and Muskie-McGovern per­ 
formances, there was little evi­ 
dence the crowds came to hear 
anyone but McGovern. 


With 
Kennedy 
especially, 
newsmen roamed throughout 
rally audiences in Minneapolis, 
Chicago, 
Pittsburgh, 
Phila­ 
delphia, Cleveland, Detroit and 
Waterbury, Conn., talking to 
spectators. They were told that 
McGovern, not Kennedy, was 
the attraction for them. 
While it was in the presence 
of Kennedy that McGovern has 
appeared before his largest 
string of crowds in any three- 
day period, he also has never 
scheduled a similar series. 


Coming as they did in North­ 
ern, 
big-city 
rallies 
where 
Democrats are traditionally 
strong, large crowds would not 
have been unusual for the par­ 
ty’s presidential candidate even 
without a Kennedy on the card. 
Kennedy’s role as a party un­ 
ifier may have been best illus­ 
trated in Chicago. There Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, a long-time 
close political ally of the Ken­ 
nedy family, was until recently 
openly cool to McGovern. 
But in Kennedy’s presence, 
Daley delivered his strongest 
endorsement of McGovern yet 


and worked to ensure a large 


turnout at the rally. A week lat­ 
er, when McGovern went to 


Chicago without Kennedy, Da­ 
ley didn’t show up.
